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REPORT OF FIRE WARDEN 


To the Municipal Officers and Citizens of Buxton: 

I herewith submit the following report for the Fire 
Department for the year 1946. 

During the year your Fire Department answered 
52 calls. 

Three dwellings in town; 3 dwellings out of town; 
18 chimney fires; 21 forest and grass fires; 1 forest 
fire out of town; 2 truck fires; 1 pool room fire; 1 
lost child; 2 false alarms. 

A hose coupling team was organized and attended 
a contest at York where they won third place. 

They also took part in parades at Sanford and 
South Berwick and later a hose coupling contest at 
Saco City Hall. 

We have ppurchased 500 ft. of 114 inch hose, 1 
high lift jet, 1 new forestry pump, 2 fog nozzles, 2-214 x 
114 yds., made up 4 adapters 1144 n/s_ thread to 114 
iron pipe size—our hose size—so we can couple with 
our neighbors, who use n /S thread couplings. Also 
bought new batteries for both trucks. 

We need a great deal more for next year. The old 
Larabee with cracked engine block and old tires is 
about ready to quit. Two cans of crack sealing dope last 
year helped for a time but water seeping into the 
crank case now is not so good. 

The old Forestry Pump has been repaired by South- 
worth’s Machine Co. and should be good for a number 
of years to come. 

I would suggest this be placed at Groveville or the 
northern part of the town to be used for chimney cr 
small grass fires until the truck from Bar Mills or 
West Buxton can get there if needed. 

We have two reservoirs needing repairs. The one 
at Groveville—which saved the village, with the help 
of West Buxton and Gorham—and the one at Bar Mills 
School lot. 
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Both need new cement walls and must be repaired 
this year.

BLISTER RUST REPORT 


As the time is approaching when you will be prepar- 
ing your 1946 Town Report, we are submitting a brief 
statement regarding the status of blister rust control 
work in your town. 

As you know, blister rust control work is conducted 
under a cooperative agreement between the State and 
Federal Governments, in which they cooperate with 
towns. 

According to our records, Buxton is a very good 
pine town, having over 8,000 acres of land bearing pine 
in sufficient quantity to be placed on our blister rust 
control area. In order to protect this amount of pine, 
it is necessary to examine over 19,000 acres for the 
removal of wild Ribes plants. Buxton has always taken 
great interest in protecting its pine, and has appro- 
priated funds for this purpose many times in the past. 
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The entire town has been initially worked and one-half 
has been reworked during the past several years. Buxton 
made $100.00 available for this work in 1946, resulting 
in that nearly 600 acres were worked, from which 
nearly 1,000 wild Ribes plants were destroyed at a cost 
of $474.78 (Town $62.85—State $62.36—Federal 
Government $350.07). In the course of the work, we 
have placed 4,644 acres of the control area on a main- 
tenance basis; i. e., due to the scarcity of Ribes plants, 
no further control work will be necessary on this area 
for an indefinite number of years. 

However, as there are about 7,000 acres of pine plus 
protective zone still needing examination, we trust that 
the town will see fit to raise cooperative funds for the 
1947 season, when we hope that the labor situation will 
have improved over that of the past several years. The 
work is under the direct supervision of our Federal 
Agent, M. G. Calderara, of Auburn.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE, BUXTON — 1946 


Since 1920 the Division of Public Health Nursing 
has been an activity of the Bureau of Health. In 19200ne 
nurse covered the entire state; today a complete staff 
includes 42 nurses and 6 supervisors working in six 
districts. District I comprises York and Cumberland 
Counties plus five towns of Oxford, with an estimated 
population of 260,577. 
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There are five public health nurses and one super- 
visor carrying on a generalized nursing program under 
the medical direction of the District Health Officer. The 
nursing time allocated to a specific town depends upon 
the appropriation and the community’s needs. 

The present concept of public health nursing as 
earried on in Buxton, rather than restricting the nurse’s 
activity to care of the sick in their homes, stresses pre- 
vention of disease and promotion of health, by helping 
the community te analyze the health problems of indi- 
viduals and families. 

In April the health examination of children in 
selected grades was done. A real effort was made to 
have the parents present so that physician and perent 
could discuss jointly the health problems of the child. 

Since tuverculosis continues to be a major public 
health problem, the high school pupils were given the 
Patch test last Spring. In December children in the 
grades were tested. Arrangements will be made for 
X-raying every family in which a child shows evidence 
of contact with tuberculosis. 

Three Child Health Conferences were held during 
the summer at which children under six were examined 
by a physician and received immunization against small- 
pox, diphtheria, and whooping cough. 

The public health nurse has tested the eyes of all 
children referred by the teachers as showing evidence 
of eye defect. 

Hearing tests with the audiometer were given to 
all children above the second grade. 

Home visits: are being made to children found at 
school or at Child Health Conference to have a health 
problem. 

In addition visits are made to expectant and new 
mothers, to assist them in establishing a good daily 
routine for the new infants; she visits homes where 
there has been tuberculosis and acute communicable 
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disease to assist the patient to receive adequate medical 
eare and to help protect his family and the community 
from its spread; she visits children with orthopedic, or 
heart defects in order to acquaint the family with the 
resources available and assist in interpreting the medical 
recommendations to the parents. 

Plans for the coming year include emphasis on 
health examination and immunization of the preschool 
child in order that he may enter school in optimum 
health; more frequent meetings of the type held in 
November at which specialists in public health problems 
can emphasize to the entire community the importance 
of prevention of disease; and further effort by the Health 
Council to analyze the needs of this town. 

The Buxton Health Council, composed of repre- 
sentatives of various groups, has proved untiring in 
interpreting the program to the community in order to 
have it adequately supported and used. They have given 
advisory service to the nurse end supplied volunteer 
service for the health activities. Without the aid of this 
group the public health nurse would be less able to give 
the direct professional service she alone can render. 

New and active members are always welcome in 
order to carry on the excellent work done by the Council 
in the last few years.

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SCHOOL REPORT 
Report Of The Superintendent Of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and citizens 
of the Town of Buxton: 
The annual report is herewith submitted: 

The teacher shortage has made us realize more 
than ever the importance of the work of the teacher 
and how much we owe to our teachers. In order to 
have good schools we must have well trained and 
capable teachers. We have made considerable progress 
in education in many lines. We have more adequate 
buildings and enriched courses of study and excellent 
equipment. However our success in education depends 
largely upon the effective use of all of our resources by 
the inspiring teacher. 


Teachers’ Salaries 


There has been considerable improvement in 
Teachers’ salaries during the last few years. But the 
salaries paid teachers are still lower than those paid in 
many other fields. In view of the cost of teacher educa- 
tion and the importance of the work of the teacher in 
moulding the lives of the pupils it would seem that 
measures should be taken by the State to make available 
funds so that the teacher could have a more satisfactory 
wage and the profession would become more attractive. 
The requirements for teacher training have been in- 
creased without a compensating increase in teachers’ 
pay. 

Pending Legislation 

A bill is pending before legislature which is enacted 
will provide an increase of $150 for each teaching 
position maintained in a town provided a minimum 
program of expenditures is maintained. This increase 
would provide an allocation of $450 for each position. 
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Vocational Training In The Small High School 


The small communities have a real problem in their 
attempt to meet the various needs of their students, 
regarding manual and technical training, Commercial 
Courses and Home Economics. In these schools there 
is limited equipment; and limited resources. The amount 
of money available in the larger high schools makes 
possible the employment of a staff of teachers that the 
small high school can never approach. The work in the 
small high school is of necessity in a very limited field. 
The great advantage of the so called guidance courses 
in carpentry and manual training is that there is fur- 
nished an opportunity for students to discover their 
aptitudes and interests. 


Course In Agriculture 


Mr. Wayne Shipman left us during the summer 
to obtain a better position. Mr. Shipman was an out- 
standing teacher and his resignation was a real loss to 
the school system and to. the community. We were 
fortunate in securing Mr. Chester Bacheller from Lim- 
ington for the Fall Term. Vocational Teachers are very 
hard to find. However we were fortunate in securing 
a teacher from our own community to carry on the work 
for the remainder of the year. Mr. Willard Gillette who 
is now teaching the Agriculture Course is a graduate of 
Mass. State College and he has his Master’s Degree 
from New Hampshire State College. We were fortunate 
in securing a radial saw which was made available 
through the Government Surplus Property Act. This 
machine costing approximately $1,000 dollars was made 
available through payment of the cost of crating and 
delivery charges, for the Agricultural Course. 


Remodelling Heating System At Bar Mills 


The heating system had never been satisfactory 
over the many years since it was installed. A new boiler 
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was installed several years ago. But there have been 
many days in winter when it was exceedingly difficult to 
heat some rooms and maintain the required temperature. 
The old pipes and returns were taken out and the 
radiators taken down and cleaned out. Some of the 
pipes were nearly filled with rust. A new return was 
installed and much of the difficulty has been done away 
with and the heating system is in a very satisfactory 
manner. And this will result in a considerable saving 
of fuel. 


Special Provisions Occupational Courses 


The law in regard to such courses is as follows: 
Any youth in a town that maintains an approved sec- 
ondary school which offers less than 2 occupational 
courses of study and whose qualifications for such train- 
ing are approved by the school committee of said town 
may elect to attend some other secondary school to 
which he may gain admission for the purpose of study- 
ing an occupational course not offered by the town of his ° 
legal residence. Towns offering less than 2 vocational 
courses are required to pay the tuition in these cases. 
At present there are five students from Buxton taking 
such courses; 2 in attendance at Thornton Academy ; 
2 in attendance at Standish High School; 1 attending 
Deering High School. 


Repair Work 


A large amount of repair work has been accom- 
plished this year. The N. C. Watson and Webster build- 
ings were shingled and the interiors of the-Bar Mills, 
Salmon Falls and Duck Pond were painted and the 
finish in the Bar Mills building was varnished. The 
Webster building was wired for electric lights. These 
lights were urgently needed in this building, especially 
on dark days. Another year if possible the remaining 
one room buildings should be wired for electric lights. 
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Remodelling The Agriculture Building 


In the Agriculture Building we were confronted 
with the problem of a building that was so greatly 
weakened throughout that it seemed to be in immediate 
danger of collapse. The roof also was greatly weakened 
from lack of support. The building was condemned by 
the inspector from Augusta and we were instructed to 
remodel this building if we continued it’s use. Various 
plans for doing this work were received including a plan 
to build a new roof. However we were able to have 
this work done without removing the roof and at a 
large saving in cost to the town. 

Googins and Clark of Portland did the work which 
was done in a very satisfactory manner. Steel girders 
were installed and heavy trusses were constructed to 
hold the roof in place. The building is now so strongly 
reinforced that it is capable of withstanding a strain 
many times greater than would ever be put on this 
building.
